It is evident that 
from Soviet Russia and other I r o n 
producers of uranium from low-grade high- 
cost ores are already in trouble. 
In the heyday of the worldwide search for 
uranium, when nations were bent upon 
stockpiling weapons with the utmost speed, 
the U. S. government subsidized the domes­ 
tic industry. In any world trade in uranium 
the U. S. could not compete because of sub­ 
sidized high prices. 
Overproduction will force withdrawal of 
the subsidy, it is widely predicted. What 
happens to uranium prices then could be 
tragic for any individual who might have 
all his eggs in the uranium basket. 
With the peaceful use of atomic energy 
drawing nearer, there is already a prospect 
that ores more plentiful and cheaper than 
uranium will serve the purpose of develop­ 
ing power. If that prospect should become 
reality, uranium could prove to be only a 
10-year flash in the pan. 
But it certainly bolstered the get-rich- 
quick hopes of many people while it lasted. 


FEEDING ROPE 
A SHOWDOWN is approaching over whe­ 
ther the Defense Department must get 
clearance from Congress to discontinue go­ 
vernment operations which compete with 
private industry. 
A provision in a defense appropriations 
law forces the administration to give Con­ 
gress 90 days advance notice of any de­ 
competition moves. But now the adminis­ 
tration, which opposed this rider to the de­ 
fense appropriations bill, has a chance.to 
test the law and Washington observers pre­ 
dict the White House will take advantage of 
the opportunity. The legal point at issue 
is whether the required 90 days are valid 
only when Congress is in session. If so, 
congressional a d j o u r n m e n t s could 
stretch the period well beyond 90 days. 
The operation involved is a big Navy 
rope “walk” or factory in Boston, which 
produces four per cent of the national out­ 
put. The Senate Appropriations Committee 
has requested the Defense .Department, 
which wants to relinquish this activity to 
private industry, to keep the plant going 
until it can hold a hearing on the matter 
next January. 
If the President waits until Congress re­ 
convenes and subsequently gains his point, 
he would in effect feed Congress enough 
rope to tie it in knots. 


LAW S RESTLESS ARM 
KANSAS CITY criminal cause celebre of 
recent times points up the restlessness of 
criminal detection methods.

On this subject, it states: 
“The Executive Council of the A.F. of L. 
vigorously rejects all such invitations. 
They stem from Moscow to serve the in­ 
terests of the Soviet dictatorship at home 
and abroad. A visit by an authoritative 
American trade union delegation to the 
U.S.S.R. would not bring the peoples of I 
Russia and America closer. 
“Such a visit would only play into the 
hands of the totalitarian dicatorship which, 
regardless of its apologies at Belgrade and 
smiles at Geneva, denies its own people all 
fundamental human rights. This regime 
cynically denies its working people the 
right of freedom of association and organ­ 
ization, the right to strike and the right of 
genuine collective bargaining enjoyed by 
the workers of all free countries” . 
This is similar to the position taken by 
William L. McGrath of the employer group 
of the American delegation to the 38th In­ 
ternational Labor Conference at Geneva 
last June. He reported: 
“The workers’ delegations are supposed 
to represent free associations of workers, 
and the employers’ delegations are suppos­ 
ed to represent free associations of em- j 
ployers.” 
Neither 
Russian employers nor em­ 
ployees are free men; they represent their 
government. They are controlled by their 
government. Therefore, the American em­ 
ployer delegates withdrew from four con­ 
ference committees. Mr. McGrath said: 
“I felt that positive action was impera­ 
tive in order to emphasize the need f o r 
maintaining a stand, on principle, on be­ 
half of preserving net only the tripartite 
structure of this Organization but the very 
existence of the International Labour Or­ 
ganization. Do we want the I.L.O. to stay, 
alive? Or do we want it destroyed by the 
Communists?” 
Although officially the American Gov­ 
ernment is accepting the Russian “New 
Look,” American labor, as represented by 
the American Federation of Labor, a n d 
this significant employer’s group in the 
I.L.O. insist that there cannot be and 
should not be a compromise on principle 
between free labor 
The American Federation of Labor fur­ 
ther says: 
. .We of the A. F. of L. are not going 
to be thus used and exploited by the Com­ 
munist or by any other dictatorship. When 
the Nazis grabbed power in Germany and 
destroyed its trade unions and all o t h e r 
democratic institutions, we of the A. F. of 
L. refused to send good-will or study mis­ 
sions to that country. No American, or any 
| other free trade union organization, ever 
sent a mission to Fascist Italy or Falangist 
Spain. 
“To have sent such missions to any of 
these dictatorships would have provided a 
cover of moral respectability and human 
decency to their totalitarian tyrants. To 
have sent such labor missions would . . ,

What To Do For Baby 
Afflicted With Scabies 


ly HIRMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
A BABY with scabies is an irri­ 
tated baby. 
The sym ptom s are usually 
worse at night, or any time your 
Infant is warm, and causes severe 
itching, especially between his 
fingers, on the wrists, on the 
palms of his hands and soles of 
his feet, on the trunk, legs and 
arms. 
This disease is caused by a little 
bug which looks like a louse. It is 
so much smaller, however, th a t it 
can be seen only under a micro­ 
scope. It causes itching when it 
bores into the top layer of the 
skin to lay eggs. 
Thread-like Lines 
You can see its path on the 
w ris ts a n d h a n d s in b la c k , 
thread-like curved lines about an 
eighth of an inch long. Scratch­ 
ing the skin to relieve the itch­ 
ing usually results in develop­ 
m ent of small pimples. 
Generally, th e baby will catch 
scabies, or “the itch,” as it is 
sometimes called, from another 
member of the family. 
The first thing to do Is to boil 
for ten m inutes all clothes and 
bedding the baby has touched 
from the time the itch started. 
Any clothing th a t can't be laun­ 
dered should be disinfected by 
heat. The parasites will be killed 
in five minutes by any tem pera­ 
ture above 145 degrees F. 
Medication Needed 
Gently scrub your tot’s entire 
body with a very soft‘brush and 
mild soap. I suggest you do this 
just before he goes to bed for the 


night. Then rub a m ixture of 
equal quantities of Balsam of 
Peru and olive oil over his entire 
body. Leave it on all night. 
Instead of this mixture, some 
doctors recommend a lotion con­ 
taining benzyl benzoate or a 
three per cent sulphur ointm ent. 
The former has the advantage of 
I needing only one application. Be 
careful not to get any of the med­ 
ication into the baby’s eyes. 
Cloth Mittens 
Put >the baby to bed in clean 
night clothes. These should con­ 
sist of a diaper, of course, a long- 
sleeved nightgown and a pair of 
thin, cloth m ittens. The m ittens 
will prevent him from scratching. 
Now don’t bathe the baby again 
until you have repeated this 
procedure for three additional 
nights. If the night clothes are 
not soiled by urine or a bowel 
movement, you can use the same 
ones each night. 
The m orning after the fourth 
night give the baby a bath and 
put on clean clothes. Wash and 
boil all the bedclothes. 
This should do the trick. 


QUESTION AND ANSWER 
R. C. K. W hat are the symp­ 
toms of leukemia? 
Answer: The symptoms would 
depend upon the type of leuke­ 
mia present. Usually they include 
loss of strength, enlargem ent of 
the spleen, fever in some cases, 
a n e m ia , a n d w e a k n e ss. T he 
lymph glands in many parts of 
the body may become consider­ 
ably enlarged.

Ohio Gets Added

The other 2,571,621 CCS 
went to the states for use for chil­ 
dren ages 5 through 9 under the 
voluntary control program.

Mortgages To 


Become Scarce 


Government Tightens 
Credit Rules On Loans; 
Savings Rate Grows 


Bv SAM DAWSON 
NEW YORK UPL-Home builders 
will find mortgages a little harder 
to come by from now on. 
The loan end of the savings and 
loan business has been growing 
faster then the savings end. The 
government thinks they should be 
in balance. So the federal home 
loan banks are being told to stop 
handing out new credit to their 
4,200 members. 
People are still saving money. 
The Department of Commerce re­ 
ports total personal saving* run­ 
ning at an annual rate of 16Mi bil­ 
lion dollars. But a year ago the 
savings rate was 18*34 billion. 
The significant thing in the view 
of the government is that while 
savings totals were falling personal 
income totals were rising. So were 
consumer spending and debt ac­ 
cumulation. Although some people 
are still .saving money, people as a 
whole are saving a lower percent­ 
age of their incomes after taxes 
then they were doing last year 
when incomes were lower. 
New investment money—whether 
for mortgages, for corporate sec­ 
urities, for loans to business or to 
government—comes from savings, 
both personal and corporate. These 
may be deposited in banks, go to 
insurance companies or pension 
funds, or be invested in govern­ 
ment or corporate bonds. 
Industry and government draws 
on these accumulation of savings 
to start new businesses, expand 
plants, build highways and schools. 
When the demand for such in­ 
vestment funds increases faster 
than new savings are adding to 
the supply, interest rates go up. 
And people needing money to build 
homes or factories go to the banks 
for loans. 
The ll federal home loan hanks 
have been lending money to their 
members savings and loan associa­ 
tions—about VA billion dollars in 
such loans are now outstanding. 
These associations furnish more 
than a third of the financing of 
the new homes being built around 
the nation. 
✓ 
Tho Federal Home Loan Board 
says the associations have made 
around six billion dollars worth of 
new mortgage loans this year, a 
gain 
of 44 
per 
cent over the 
amount lent in the same period of 
1954. 
The associations are increasing 
their assets, too. In the first half 
of the year new savings paid into 
i the associations came to 2lA bil­ 
lion dollars, a gain of 14 per cent 
over the like period of 1954. 
But since new savings have been 
rising less slowly than new mort­ 
gage 
financing, 
the 
home 
loan 
hanks have been lending the as­ 
sociations money to be handed out 
in turn on new mortgages. 
In the last month the central 
hanks have been raising their in­ 
terest rates to put a damper on 
this. The highest now is 3‘/i per 
cent, as charged in New York an 
San Francisco. 
And now tho board is telling the 
ll (listriel hanks to see to it that 
the associations lend only out of 
new .savings and loan repayments. 
This rule won’t apply 
in 
such 
emergencies as making loans to 
those whose property was damaged 
iii the recent floods.

Ohio $101,000 


Secretary O f State 
Required To M ail Out 
Arguments On Issue 


COLUMBUS, Ohio OB — It will 
cost the state about $101,000 in 
public funds to inform Ohio voters 
about a CIO proposal to boost un­ 
employment compensation. 
That’s the estimate from Sec­ 
retary of State Ted W. Brown, 
Ohio’s chief election official. 
Brown is required^ by law to 
print and distribute “ pro” 
and 
“ con” arguments on the union- 
initiated proposal for maximum 
jobless benefits of $50 for 39 weeks. 
The present maximum of $30 for 
26 weeks will go to $33 next month 
under a change by the last Legisla­ 
ture that ignored the CIO proposal. 
The legislature also raised the 
maximum dependency allowance 
from $5 to $6 a week. The CIO 
proposal would lift it to $9 a week. 
’Brown plans to mail 2Vi million 
printed arguments for and against 
the proposal at a cost of $37,500 in 
postage. 
He 
said 
the 
printing, 
paper, labor and other expense 
would rocket costs for the big job 
past the $100,000 mark. 
The last previous mailing of that 
kind was in 1949. A total of 1,200- 
000 “pro” and “con” pamphlets 
went out in the fight to lift the 
ban against sale of colored oleo in 
the state. Voters approved that 
proposal. 
CIO officials predicted victory 
for their proposed law at the polls 
Nov. 8. But spokesmen for a state 
wide 
organization 
opposing 
the 
drive disagreed. 
That group took the name of 
the Ohio Information Committee, 
OIC for short. The initials are the 
reverse of CIO, short for Congress 
of Industrial Organizations. 
Fred J. Milligan, Columbus at­ 
torney and OIC executive secre­ 
tary, said his statewide group will 
have branches in all 88 counties. 
The county branches are obtaining 
non-profit charters. To date such 
divisions have been incorporated 
in Cuyahoga, Stark, Lucas, Ma­ 
honing, Summit, Franklin, Marion 
and Ross counties. 
CIO officials declined to esti­ 
mate the cost of placing the jobless 
benefit 
proposal 
before 
voters. 
They said it was unnecessary to 
hire petition circulators because 
union members volunteered. 
Milligan, an old hand at petition 
circulating, estimated that even 
with volunteers, it cost the union 
at least $25,000. 
Patrick J. O’Malley, regional 
director of the CIO United Au(o 
Workers, asserted the OIC was 
attempting to raise $750,000 for an 
educational campaign to fight the

Ville, near Columbus, headed thaP& 
committee. 
The secretary of state said pam ­ 
phlets containing both arguments 
will be mailed to voters in 77 
counties from his Columbus office. 
Bulk mailing statipns will be set 
up in the other ll counties. 
Election officials will make bulk 
mailings from Cleveland, Hamilton, 
Akron, Youngstown, Canton, War­
